I then sent 
him a contract for the date, and told Brooklyn not to be 
sure of him until he had returned it signed, This he has 
not done, and you know me well enough to know I would not 
be too sure of Satchell even if he had signed, I can see 
now I should have contacted you instead of Satchell, as 
you would have been in a better position to know what plans 
had been made for hin, 


As things stand now, the two teams are going to play a five 
geme series, Sun. Oct, 7th and 14th in Ebbetts field, and 
wed, the 10th in Newark, The thing worrying me is the white 
team has some really good players on it, In fact all the 

men are stars, I hate the thought of them beating the Colored 
boys. Do you think we could work out something to get Satchell 
here for the 14th?
